DoubleClick (http://demo.doubleclick.com/generators/docs/designer_version.pdf), 
teaches combining at a server an ad input file (Flash file, FLASH banner ads, FLASH movie) 
with a tracking code (clickTag) (clickButton, on (release) ( getURL (clickTag, "blank"), separate 
from the ad input file), automatically create a single integrated ad file having a single file 
extension (swf file) from the ad input file and the tracking code using a merge tool (ActionScript 
used to combine the clicktag together with the movie) prior to the server serving the integrated 
ad file. DoubleClick does not teach a file (conduit file), wherein the conduit file comprises of 
computer code for tracking data for the ad, and combining the ad file and the conduit file to 
create a single integrated file.
